FOREWORD. 


T  T  NTIL  1914  there  existed  in  this  country  no  institution  in  which  lepers 
could  find  refuge.  It  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  are  from  50  to  100 
lepers  in  the  British  Isles  at  the  present  time,  dhese  have  contracted  the 
disease,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions,  in  the  Colonies  or  elsewhere  abroad. 

Leprosy  is  a  cruel  disease  associated  with  great  disfigui  ement  and 
helplessness,  and  its  very  name  is  liable  to  excite  horror  and  repulsion.  Hence 
the  victims  of  it  are  apt  to  be  shunned  and  neglected.  They  aie  not  teadily 
received  in  hospitals,  and  it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  they  can  find  a 
lodging.  To  meet  this  great  need  the  Homes  of  St.  Giles  came  into  existence. 
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Though  unfortunately  at  the  present  time  no  certain  cure  for  leprosy 
is  known  to  medical  science,  much  advance  has  of  late  years  been  made 
in  the  treatment  of  the  disease,  from  which  advance  our  patients  derive  the 
fullest  benefit. 

An  estate  of  twenty-seven  acres  with  a  small  farmhouse  in  a  secluded 
part  of  Essex  was  bought  as  a  nucleus  for  the  Homes.  Bungalows  were  erected 
for  the  reception  of  the  patients.  The  old  farmhouse  was  enlarged  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  nurses,  and  the  other  buildings  were  added,  such  as  a  small  chapel 
(made  out  of  an  old  barn)  a  Chaplain’s  house,  gardener’s  cottage,  guest  house, 
laundry,  and  a  medical  block  containing  a  small  operating  room. 

There  the  patients  are  tended  by  the  Sisters  of  a  Community  who  devote 
their  lives  to  this  work.  They  receive  regular  medical  treatment,  and  their 
spiritual  needs  are  served  by  a  resident  chaplain. 

The  Homes  are  entirely  unsectarian,  and  the  only  condition  for 
admission  is  that  the  sufferer  be  a  British  subject  and  resident  within  the 
British  Isles.  There  is  accommodation  in  the  Homes  for  about  twelve  male 
and  two  female  patients.  Patients  with  means  are  expected  to  contribute  what 
they  can  afford,  but  those  without  means  are  equally  welcome. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  by  voluntary  subscription  without 
Government  help,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  enable  it  to  be  carried  on.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


IN  1938  the  Homes  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Sir  M.  F.  Montagu 
Pollock.  He  was  one  of  the  Founders  of  the  Homes  and  for  some  time 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  deep  interest  he  took  in  the 
work  continued  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  regarded  as  a  true  friend 
by  the  patients,  some  of  whom  corresponded  with  him  up  to  his  death,  and 
his  visits,  which,  owing  to  ill  health  had  been  more  infrequent  of  late,  were  a 
source  of  real  pleasure  to  the  patients  and  Sisters  alike.  Since  the  foundation 
of  the  Homes  he  has  been  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  his  wise 
counsel  will  be  sadly  missed  by  his  colleagues. 

The  extension  of  the  Women’s  bungalow  was  completed  in  the  Spring  and 
a  further  woman  patient  was  received. 

We  also  received  two  male  patients  during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  one 
of  these,  the  disease  was  in  an  advanced  stage  and  he  needed  constant  nursing. 
He  died  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  July  last  another  patient  died.  He  had  been  in  the  Homes  for  about 
2/4  years,  was  blind  and  completely  helpless.  His  end  could  only  be  regarded 
as  a  happy  release. 

One  of  the  women  patients  was  able  to  leave  the  Homes  in  June  and 
return  to  her  friends  in  Barbados,  the  disease  in  her  case  having  been  arrested. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Homes  happening  to  be  in  the  West  Indies  in  February 
of  this  year  visited  her  and  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  she  is  still  doing 
well. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  9  patients  in  the  Homes,  and  one 
out-patient  was  receiving  regular  treatment. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  the  Homes  felt  that  it  was  of  the  greatest  import¬ 
ance  that  each  of  the  patients  should  have  separate  bathrooms.  Consequently 
separate  bathrooms  for  the  women  patients  were  placed  in  the  extension  of  the 
Women’s  Block,  and  two  extra  bathrooms  for  male  patients  have  been 
provided.  Others  will  be  added  as  funds  permit. 

The  happy  conditions  prevailing  at  the  Homes  are  a  source  of  satisfaction 
to  the  Committee  and  they  cannot  adequately  express  their  gratitude  to  the 
Sisters  of  the  Community  of  the  Sacred  Passion  and  the  Sisters  of  St.  Giles  for 
their  efficient  management  and  for  the  care  and  devotion  they  show  to  the 
patients.  Practically  all  the  patients  are  totally  or  partially  blind,  and  con- 
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sequently  very  dependent  on  the  nursing  staff,  but  there  is  no  sacrifice  too 
great  for  the  Sisters  to  make  to  alleviate  the  suffering  and  cheer  the  lives  of 
these  unfortunate  people. 

The  Committee  deeply  appreciate  the  assistance  given  by  Toe  H. 
Chelmsford  Branch.  The  members  of  the  Branch  have  the  welfare  of  the 
Homes  at  heart  and  as  the  result  of  their  efforts  this  year  they  have  handed 
over  £22  to  the  funds.  Especial  mention  must  be  made  of  Mr.  Edmund 
Hussey,  one  of  their  number.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  devotes 
much  time  to  the  Homes.  Living  in  the  neighbourhood  he  is  always  ready 
to  advise  on  the  numerous  questions  which  constantly  arise  and  in  this  way 
facilitates  the  work  of  the  Sisters  and  the  Doctors.  In  addition  he  has,  by  his 
labours,  earned  the  sum  of  £22  12s.  Od.,  which  he  has  handed  over  to  the  funds 
and  has  spoken  at  various  meetings  with  the  object  of  making  known  the  needs 
of  the  Homes  and  creating  interest  in  the  work. 

The  death  of  Miss  Lilian  Baylis  at  the  end  of  1937  was  a  great  loss  to  the 
Homes,  but  this  loss  has  been  to  some  extent  mitigated  by  the  kindness  of 
Miss  Annette  Prevost,  who  has  stepped  into  the  breach  and  been  most  energetic 
in  providing  entertainments  for  the  Patients.  The  Patients  look  forward  with 
the  greatest  pleasure  to  these  entertainments  which  are  a  source  of  real  joy 
to  them.  The  Committee  are  most  grateful  to  Miss  Prevost  for  her  kindness, 
and  to  the  friends  from  Sadlers  Wells,  and  “The  Old  Vic.”  who  have  visited 
the  Homes  during  the  year  and  given  their  time  to  brighten  the  lives  of  those, 
who  by  the  nature  of  their  disease,  are  cut  off  from  many  sources  of  pleasure. 


The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gracious  interest  taken  in  the 
work  by  H.H.  Princess  Marie  Louise  and  the  continued  assistance  given  by 
the  Fellowship  of  St.  Giles  over  which  she  presides.  Once  again  in  1938,  the 
Fellowship  have  made  a  grant  to  the  General  Fund  of  £600,  which  enabled 
the  work  to  be  carried  out  without  further  encroachment  on  our  invested 
capital. 


Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to  the  subscribers  and  donors,  who,  through 
their  generosity,  make  it  possible  for  the  work  to  be  carried  on.  Some  sub¬ 
scribers  have  assisted  the  work  regularly  ever  since  its  inception  and  the 
Committee  are  indeed  deeply  thankful  to  them.

^JpHE  record  of  the  work  of  the  Fellowship  during  1938  is  one  of  quiet 

steady  progress  on  all  sides. 

The  devotion  and  care  given  by  the  Sisters  are  the  greatest  comfort 
and  help  to  the  patients,  most  of  whom  are  suffering  from  total  blindness 
or  gradually  losing  their  sight.  The  additional  help  given  by  various 
friends — who  although  not  members  of  the  Community,  devote  so  much 
of  their  time  to  St.  Giles’ — does  much  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  and 
disabilities  of  the  patients.  To  them  also  we  feel  particularly  grateful. 

The  Income  received  this  year  is,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Accounts, 
still  about  £100  less  than  the  expenditure.  We  are  therefore  especially 
grateful  to  the  late  Lady  Teignmoutli,  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Oxford  Branch,  who  bequeathed  to  the  Fellowship  the  sum  of  £500. 
We  are  naturally  anxious  that  this  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  kept  as  a 
Reserve  Fund  and  not  be  drawn  upon  to  meet  ordinary  annual  expend¬ 
iture.  Consequently  we  are  hoping  the  coming  year  will  show  some 
marked  increase  in  the  yearly  Income.  At  the  same  time  we  do  wish 
to  express  a  very  real  gratitude  to  the  existing  Branches  who  are  doing 
such  splendid  work.
